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FRONT  COVER 

The  coin  illustrated  (enlarged)  on  our  front  cover  this  month  is  a  Charles  I  silver 
half  pound  struck  at  Shrewsbury  in  1642.  Large  silver  pieces  of  one  pound  and  half 
pound  denominations  were  struck  by  Thomas  Bushcll  for  the  Royalists  at  Shrewsbury 
in  1642  and  at  Oxford  between  1642  and  1644.  They  were  made  to  supplement  the 
comparatively  small  amount  of  gold  which  was  available  for  paying  the  army. 

All  the  coins  bear  the  circular  legend  “Let  God  arise  and  let  his  enemies  be 
scattered”  and  also  in  abbreviated  form,  the  King’s  “Declaration”  to  the  Privy- 
Council  at  Wellington  on  19th  September  1642,  in  which  he  promised  to  uphold 
“the  religion  of  the  Protestants,  the  laws  of  England,  the  liberty  of  the  Parliament”. 
This  was  the  earliest  com  to  carrv  the  “Declaration”.

The  pound  has  remained  the  largest  British  silver  coin  and  the  half  pound  has 
only  re-appeared  in  recent  years  as  a  decimal  50  pence  piece.  (See  E942).

F.  Bust  3.  Probably  the  second  rarest  of  the  bust  types.  This  is  a  complete  change 
from  the  earlier  issues  as  for  the  first  time  it  shows  the  king  without  a  cloak  and 
wearing  a  garment  with  a  falling  collar.  Also  unlike  the  others  the  portrait  is  f  facing. 
Specimens  of  this  issue  are  usually  poorly  struck.  I  have  yet  to  see  a  really  sharp 
example. 

G.  Bust  4.  This  is  the  rarest  of  all  the  busts  and  is  the  first  of  the  posthumous  issues 
struck  under  Edward  VI  (a  few  were  believed  to  be  issued  just  before  Henry’s  death). 
This  again  is  a  f  facing  bust  and  is  very  distinctive  as  it  shows  a  large  head  without 
shoulders.  This  is  a  difficult  com  to  find  in  any  condition. 

H.  &  J.  Bust  5.  Here  we  revert  again  to  the  near  full  face  portrait  with  cloak. 
There  are  two  types.  H  has  the  cloak  fastened  with  a  triangle  of  pellets  and  has  a  deep 
collar.  This  is  similar  to  A.  Bust  1.  J  has  a  plainer  cloak  fastened  by  a  rose  brooch, 
the  same  as  is  found  on  E  (Bust  2  variety).  In  fact  E  is  often  confused  with  J  because 
it  has  the  legends  in  Roman  lettering  which  is  usually  (although  not  always)  associated 
with  the  posthumous  issues,  but  apart  from  the  cloak  they  are  quite  different. 

K.,  L.  &  M.  Bust  6.  This  is  a  smaller  easily  identified  f  facing  bust  without  a 
cloak  and  wearing  a  garment  with  a  falling  collar.  Illustrated  here  are  three  varieties, 
all  have  the  falling  collar  but  as  can  be  seen  they  all  differ.  K  is  the  commonest  with 
the  rather  frowning  expression,  L  has  a  rounder  face  with  a  pugilistic  appearance  and 
M  is  a  rare  type  showing  a  younger  rather  attractive  portrait. 

In  this  article  the  other  identifying  features  of  the  coinage,  i.e.  lettering,  stops, 
cross  ends,  etc.,  have  not  been  mentioned,  as  the  intention  has  been  to  present  only 
the  different  bust  types  for  easy  identification.  The  only  ones  omitted  are  the  two 
Bristol  style  busts  and  the  interesting  rather  crude  busts  of  Irish  workmanship  struck 
at  the  Dublin  mint. 

Perhaps  there  should  be  a  reclassification  of  the  different  busts  as  three  of  them, 
namely  B/C,  E  and  J  which  are  regarded  as  variations,  are  in  my  opinion  sufficiently 
different  to  be  called  distinct  types.  I  should  like  to  suggest  that  the  total  number  be 
extended  from  6  to  9  possibly  in  the  following  order,  Bust  1  (A).  2  (B  &  C).  3  (D). 
4  (E).  5(F).  6  (G).  7  (B).  8  (J)  and  9  (K,  L,  M). 
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DEKANUMMIA  OF  CONSTANTINE  IV 

By  Harlan  J.  Bhrk 


In  this  short  presentation  I  plan  to  expand  the  decanummia  of  Constantine  IV 
from  two  to  seven  classes.  This  will  be  done  by  introducing  five  heretofore  unpub¬ 
lished  classes,  redefining  one  existing  class  and  introducing  a  new  reverse  variant. 

I  refer  to  the  two  periods  of  the  emperor’s  coinage  as  beardless  and  bearded.  The 
main  historical  division,  of  course,  comes  when  the  brothers  of  the  emperor  are 
removed  from  the  reverse  in  681.  The  reason  for  my  action  is  simply  that  it  is  easier 
to  hold  the  structure  of  the  dating  together  when  using  the  beardless  and  bearded 
periods  as  a  benchmark. 


Reverse  of 
Classes  1  thru  5 


CLASS  I.  This  class  shows  a  youthful,  beardless,  full  facing  bust  of  Constantine  IV. 
He  is  cuirassed,  wears  a  helmet  with  a  plume  and  holds  a  cross.

Class  I  is  the  same  as  Class  I  in  the  D.O.C.1  and  a  parallel  to  D028  in  the  follis 
and  D035  in  the  half-follis. 


Class  I  as  well  as  Classes  II  and  III  would  fall  into  the  first  large  general  time 
period  668-673  a.d.  All  of  these  classes  have  a  common  denominator — the  young 
emperor  always  appears  beardless. 

CLASS  II.  Class  II  pictures  a  youthful  beardless  cuirassed  facing  bust  with  a  spear 
behind  his  head.  The  plume  rises  straight  up  from  the  helmet  and  curves  out  to  both 
sides. 


This  is  the  same  obverse  as  0029  in  the  follis,  0036  in  the  half-follis,  and  is 
D039.4  in  the  D.O.C.  (we  illustrate  this  example  with  their  kind  permission).

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Class  II 


CLASS  III.  Class  III  is  the  same  as  Class  II  except  it  has  the  usual  helmet  crest  as 
the  example  in  Class  I. 

This  class,  along  with  Class  I,  is  by  far  the  most  common  of  the  decanummia  of 
Constantine  IV  and  represents  the  vast  majority  of  the  known  specimens. 

The  coins  of  this  class  were  described  as  D039.  Upon  examination  of  the  fourteen 
coins  at  the  D.O.,  I  fould  eleven  to  be  beardless,  ten  to  be  Class  III,  and  one  to  be 
Class  II.  One  coin  was  definitely  a  Justinian  II  half-follis  and  another  probalby  the 
same.  Although  one  was  bearded,  it  was  full  faced  not  three-fourths  as  described.  The 
reason  these  are  incorrectly  described  is  that  they  are  mistruck  or  overstruck  making 
it  difficult  to  discern  whether  they  are  bearded.  I  was  lucky  enough  to  obtain  several 
very  fresh  clearly  struck  examples  which  gave  me  an  excellent  standard  from  which 
to  work. 

The  next  four  classes  (4-7)  fall  into  the  second  major  division  of  Constantine’s 
coinage  running  from  674-685  a.d.  The  coins  all  show  a  bearded  bust  of  the  now  older 
emperor.  The  dating  in  this  period  is  purely  conjectural  as  the  coins  could  have 
been  struck  anytime  in  the  period.  A  number  of  the  classes  likely  overlap  time-wise. 
Keeping  this  in  mind,  I  will  describe  the  types  and  give  a  possible  dating  structure. 


CLASS  IV.  This  unusual,  presently  unique  specimen,  portrays  a  bearded  bust, 
full  face,  of  Constantine  holding  a  globus  cruciger.  There  are  no  parallels  to  this 
anywhere  in  the  coinage  and  therefore  this  coin  comprises  a  class  by  itself. 

I  placed  it  in  the  first  part  of  the  second  period  (674-674  a.d.)  because  the  globus 
cruciger  relates  to  the  earliest  class  in  period  1.  I  must  emphasize  because  of  its 
rarity  and  the  somewhat  inconsistent  nature  of  the  coinage,  it  could  fall  anytime 
between  674-685.  It  likely  could  have  been  an  experiment  by  an  individual  die  cutter 
or  a  thought  about  a  return  to  the  first  class. 

CLASS  V.  My  Class  V  is  what  D.O.C.  describes  as  D039,  Class  II.  As  mentioned 
in  the  discussion  of  Class  III,  only  one  coin  at  the  D.O.  was  bearded.  A  coin  now  in 
my  possession  is  nearly  the  same  dies  as  the  bearded  D.O.  coin.  Both  of  these  show  a 
full  frontal  face  rather  than  three-fourths  as  described  in  D.O.  I  therefore  propose, 
that  D039  Class  II  as  described  in  D.O.  does  not  exist. 
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CLASS  VI.  Here  the  emperor  is  shown  bearded,  full  faced,  cuirassed  and  carries  a 
spear,  but  for  the  first  time  the  ties  of  the  diadem  are  shown  to  the  left.  More 
important,  he  is  holding  a  shield.  This  is  a  close  parallel  to  DO  10,  Class  III  of  the 
gold  solidus. 

This  very  rare  issue  is  known  only  by  one  other  coin  which  is  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  O’Hara  in  London.  He  feels  it  could  be  a  trial  or  a  pattern  for  the  solidus  though  I  g 
see  no  way  to  prove  that.  For  my  part,  I  want  to  date  it  674-681  a.d.  and  probably  to  \ 
the  extreme  latter  part  of  that  period  (680-681). 

I  am  drawing  my  opinion  from  the  parallel  of  this  specimen  to  the  solidus  of 
Class  III  and  its  position  in  D.O.  prior  to  the  coinage  change  of  681,  and  its  relation¬ 
ship  to  the  next  class  of  decanummia. 

Class  VI  may  present  an  interesting  variation.  The  reverse  has  a  large  long 
decanummia  mark  which  seemingly  leaves  no  room  for  the  exergue  line  or  the  con 
mint  mark.  The  place  that  the  missing  parts  of  the  reverse  would  occupy  is  olf  flan 
leaving  an  unanswered  question.

CLASS  VII.  This  class  is  similar  to  Class  VI  except  that  it  has  a  strong  three- 
fourths  facing  bust.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  strength  in  the  turn  of  the  head  and  the 
shield  seems  to  project  in  a  three-dimensional  manner.  This  obverse  parallels  DO30- 
33  in  the  follis  and  DO  12- 15  in  the  solidus. 

The  dates  I  would  like  to  ascribe  to  this  class,  681-685  a.d.,  are  based  as  much  on 
the  reverse  as  the  obverse.  As  was  mentioned  in  Class  VI  there  is  a  strong  possibility 
that  the  mint  mark  and  the  exergue  line  were  omitted.  Thanks  to  an  example  brought 
to  light  by  Frank  Kovacs,  we  have  a  coin  where  the  border  runs  directly  below  the 
decanummia  mark  leaving  no  room  for  the  con  mint  mark  or  the  exergue  line.  This 
proves  what  several  other  examples  indicated  with  their  long  decanummia  marks; 
that,  in  fact,  the  last  two  classes  VI  and  VII  have  no  mint  marks  or  exergue  line. 
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In  681  there  was  a  change  in  the  reverse  of  the  solidus  with  the  deposition  of  the 
emperor’s  brothers.  After  that  event  the  follis  also  appears  with  its  new  reverse  which 
excluded  the  brothers.  Letting  things  fall  into  a  convenient  pattern  it  would  then 
follow  that  with  several  reverse  coinage  changes  in  681  we  can  also  ascribe  the  change 
in  the  decanummia’s  reverse  to  this  event;  thus  Class  VII  would  date  681-685. 

In  opposition  to  this  theory  is  the  additional  parallel  between  Class  VII  and 
DO30-31  of  the  follis  which  was  issued  before  681  a.d.  There  is  also  a  common 
reverse  type  with  Class  VI  which  is  linked  to  DO  10  of  the  solidus  that  is  also  dated 
before  681  A.D.  as  it  had  the  brothers  on  the  reverse. 


In  the  future  new  coins  may  come  to  light  which  could  set  the  chronology  of  the 
types  into  a  more  definite  systematic  pattern.  There  is  also  the  possibility  that 
Constantine’s  coinage  followed  only  the  most  general  guidelines  and  the  control  over 
the  types  was  so  lax  that  only  the  most  general  chronology  can  be  applied. 

Constantine’s  decanummia  now  stand  at  seven  classes  but  this  is  by  no  means 
the  end  of  it.  The  decanummia  and  folles  seem  to  run  parallel.  Where  there  is  a  class 
of  follis  there  has  been  a  decanummium  like  it  and,  generally,  a  half-follis. 

To  this  end,  I  should  say,  I  have  definitely  one  and  probably  two  classes  of 
unpublished  folles  for  which  I  have  not  as  yet  found  the  parallel  decanummia. 
Nevertheless,  I  feel  they  should  and  do  exist. 

If  Constantine’s  coinage  had  not  been  so  preyed  upon  by  his  son  Justinian  II  and 
those  who  followed  him,  we  would  know  much  more  about  this  intriguing  series. 


Summary: 

Class  I.  Youthful  bust,  facing,  holding  cross.  Like  D.O.  28  of  follis. 

Class  II.  Youthful  bust,  beardless,  facing,  with  spear  behind  head,  variant  plume  goes 
straight  up  and  curves  out  to  both  sides.  Like  D.O.  29  of  follis. 

Class  III.  Youthful  bust,  beardless,  with  spear  behind  head  but  usual  plume  unlike  pre¬ 
ceding  class. 

Class  IV.  Mature  bearded  portrait  holding  globe  cruciger. 

Class  V.  Described  as  D.O.  39,  Class  II. 

Class  VI.  Mature  facing  bust,  bearded,  with  spear,  shield  and  ties  of  diadem  same  as 
D.O.  10,  Class  III  of  gold  solidus. 

Class  VII.  Mature  bust,  bearded,  3/4  facing,  with  ties  of  diadem  to  left.  Spear  and  shield  on 
right  side  like  D.O.  31-33. 

*Note:  Classesl-5  share  a  common  reverse  with  an  exerge  line  above  the  con  mint  mark. 
Classes  6  and  7  have  no  exerge  or  con.  The  example  to  the  right  proves  this.  The 
border  is  present  just  below  the  deckanummia  mark  leaving  no  space  for  anything 
between. 


COINS  OF  IMPERIAL  SPAIN 

Mintmaster  and  Assayer  Initials  on  the  Coins  of  Naples.

The  Kingdom  of  Naples  was  ruled  by  the  Spanish  monarchs  from  1516  to  1707, 
and  the  coins  struck  there  during  these  two  centuries  abound  with  mintmaster 
(mastro  di  zecca)  and  assayer  (mastro  di  prova)  initials.  Many  of  these  are  in  the 
form  of  monograms  and  difficult  to  decipher,  and  their  study  is  complicated  further 
by  the  fact  that  initials  were  used  also  to  distinguish  between  dies.  Some  of  the 
information  presented  here  is  controversial — in  some  instances  there  is  disagreement 
about  the  spelling  of  names  and  in  others  there  is  disagreement  about  the  dates 
pertaining  to  terms  of  office.  The  references  used  for  the  compilation  of  this  list 
include  Volumes  XIX  and  XX  of  Corpus  Nummorum  Italicorum ,  and  the  works  of 
Memmo  Cagiati  and  Giovanni  Bovi;  the  latter  were  published  in  the  Bolletino 
Numismatico  Napoletano  during  the  years  1953-1967.

THE  RARITY  OF  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  COINS

The  Straits  Settlements 

With  only  one  issue  to  deal  with  the  East  India  Company  coins  of  the  Straits 
I  Settlements  present  no  great  problems  when  trying  to  determine  the  rarity  of  each 
coin.  As  before  the  column  headed  “survey”  shows  the  number  found  offered  for 
sale  over  the  past  twenty  years,  the  column  headed  “B.M.”  shows  the  quantity  in  the 
British  Museum  and  the  last  column  shows  the  suggested  rarity.  The  quantities 
minted  are  also  included.

The  coins  listed  w.w.  show  these  letters,  in  relief,  on  the  truncation. 

As  would  be  expected  with  such  a  large  quantity  minted  the  currency  coins  are 
all  quite  common.  Although  the  Cent  and  J  Cent  only  occur  with  plain  truncation 
the  \  Cent  also  appears  with  the  w.w.  on  truncation  and  it  is  perhaps  surprising  that 
in  this  denomination  those  with  the  w.w.  seem  the  more  likely  to  be  met  with.  One 
would  have  thought  that  the  plain  truncation  would  have  been  the  “usual”  variety 
along  with  the  other  values. 

Whilst  the  currency  coins  are  common  the  proofs  are  very  rare.  The  plain  trunca¬ 
tion  proof  Cent  is  a  previously  unpublished  variety  and  as  there  is  a  plain  truncation 
\  Cent  recorded  it  is  likely  that  a  similar  proof  J  Cent  also  exists  as  the  proofs  were 
usually  made  in  sets. 

With  only  three  proofs  in  all  offered  over  twenty  years  that  I  know  of  it  is  difficult 
to  assess  if  any  are  rarer  than  others  so  I  have  assumed  that  a  similar  quantity  of  each 
was  originally  struck  and  I  have  therefore  given  each  of  them  the  same  rating.  At  a 
later  date  we  may  know  better !  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  rarity  ratings  given  for 
the  proofs  are  very  conservative,  they  may  be  very  much  rarer.  The  Parsons  sale 
contained  none  of  the  proofs.

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SIR  WILLIAM  WALLACE:  SCOTTISH  NATIONALIST

The  present  interest  in  the  Devolution  Bill  for  Scotland  is  sufficient  reason  for 
examining  the  activities  of  Sir  William  Wallace  during  the  closing  years  of  the 
thirteenth  century  on  behalf  of  his  native  land.  Were  he  alive  today  he  would  no 
doubt  take  a  prominent  part  by  constitutional  means  to  achieve  what  he  attempted 
to  do  by  his  sword  in  those  distant  times. 

In  this  present  age  from  birth  to  burial  we  are  inundated  by  a  vast  ocean  of 
statistical  data  testifying  to  the  most  intimate  aspects  of  our  lives  and  it  seems 
inconceivable  that  people  in  the  Middle  Ages  and  later  should  have  neither  baptismal 
record,  marriage  certificate  nor  death  certificate.  For  example,  we  cannot  be  sure  to 
within  five  years  when  the  great  Elizabethan  seaman.  Sir  Francis  Drake,  was  born 
and  the  same  applies  to  the  subject  of  this  article. 

Sir  William  Wallace,  the  hero  of  Scottish  Independence,  was  born  between  1270^ 
and  1276  at  Elderslie,  near  Paisley,  the  son  of  Sir  Malcolm  Wallace.  The  information® 
we  possess  about  this  famous  man  is  almost  entirely  dependent  on  the  writings  of  a 
fifteenth  century  poet  known  as  Blind  Harry  or  Henry  the  Minstrel.  He  created  a 
folk-hero  whose  exploits,  real  or  imaginary,  were  popular  reading  until  the  nineteenth 
century,  but  modern  historians  state  that  much  of  the  minstrel’s  narrative  cannot 
bear  the  scrutiny  of  critical  investigation.  Wallace  is  described  as  a  man  of  immense 
proportions  and  strength  and  possessing  in  a  high  degree  the  qualifications  of  a 
commander. 

He  first  took  up  arms  against  the  English  in  1297,  when  he  attacked  Lanark  and 
killed  the  sheriff.  Sir  William  Hazelrig,  in  revenge  for  the  murder  of  his  wife,  and 
made  a  vow  of  eternal  vengeance  against  the  invaders  of  his  country.  He  drove  them 
out  of  Perth,  besieged  Dundee,  defeated  the  Earl  of  Surrey  and  won  the  battle  of 
Stirling  Bridge.  But  his  career  was  short.  The  following  year,  after  a  gallant  fight, 
he  was  beaten  at  Falkirk  by  an  army  estimated  at  80,000  men  led  by  Edward  I 
in  person.  Wallace  managed  to  escape  and  spent  some  time  abroad  but  was  in  Scotland 
again  by  1303,  when  Edward  received  the  surrender  of  the  Scottish  government, 
to  whose  leaders  he  gave  a  pardon  from  which  Wallace  was  specifically  excluded, 
and  every  effort  was  made  to  secure  his  capture.  This  was  effected  by  treachery  in 
1305,  Sir  John  de  Menteith,  governor  of  Dunbarton  Castle  being  responsible. 
Wallace  was  taken  to  London  and  after  a  mockery  of  a  trial  at  Westminster  Hall 
was  found  guilty  of  treason  and  rebellion  and  executed  on  August  23,  1 305,  his  head 
being  impaled  on  London  Bridge.  His  reputation  is  simply  that  of  a  patriot,  the 
architect  of  Scottish  Nationalism.  d 

A  token  of  some  rarity  exists  bearing  the  imagined  likeness  of  Wallace  issued  for™ 
Ayr  by  a  Colonel  Fullarton,  who  was  born  in  1754,  and  held  various  public  offices 
after  military  services  in  India  and  South  Africa.  On  the  obverse  of  the  token  is  a 
helmeted  bust  facing  left  with  the  words  Gulielmus  Valias.  On  the  reverse  is  a  seated 
woman  holding  out  a  laurel  wreath  in  her  right  hand,  while  her  left  rests  on  a  shield 
bearing  the  St.  Andrew  cross.  In  the  exergue  is  the  date  1797  divided  by  the  letters 
c.T.  which  probably  stands  for  the  Latin  words,  Corona  Triumphalis,  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  Wallace’s  victories. 

A  memorial  to  Wallace  has  been  placed  on  the  summit  of  Abbey  Craig,  near 
Stirling,  in  the  form  of  a  tower,  having  a  height  of  220  feet,  and  a  medal  was  struck, 
having  on  the  obverse  a  tower  with  the  legend  “National  Wallace  Monument 
Founded  24  June  1861”.  “N.  Macphail.  F.”  On  the  reverse  “A  Memorial  of 
Gratitude  by  Scotsmen  to  the  Preserver  of  their  Country’s  Independence.”  London 
has  a  memorial,  unveiled  in  1956,  in  the  form  of  a  tablet  on  the  wall  of  St. 
Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  Smithfield,  the  site  of  his  execution. 


INTERNATIONAL  NUMISMATIC  COMMISSION 

The  Bureau  of  the  International  Numismatic  Commission  held  its  annual  meeting 
in  Brussels  on  May  16th-17th,  1977  at  the  Coin  Cabinet  of  the  Bibliotheque  Royale. 
The  Compte  Rendu  (23,  1976)  was  presented  and  approved.  It  covers  many  topics  of 
international  collaboration  in  the  field  of  numismatics,  and  can  be  obtained  free  of 
charge  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau.  Dr.  Otto  Morkholm,  Kongelige  Montsam- 
ling,  Nationalmuseet,  Copenhagen,  Denmark.  The  Bureau  was  informed  of  the 
arrangements  for  the  International  Numismatic  Congress  to  be  held  at  Berne, 
Switzerland,  on  September  10th-15th,  1979  at  the  University.  A  first  circular  with 
preliminary  information  will  shortly  be  distributed  through  the  agency  of  the  con¬ 
stituent  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  Bureau  discussed  and  established  the  definitive  guide  lines  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Survey  of  Numismatic  Research,  1972-1977,  to  be  published  prior  to  the 
Congress.  The  editors  of  the  major  sections  are:  ancient  numismatics — Robert 
Carson,  London;  mediaeval  and  modern  numismatics — Peter  Berghaus,  Munster, 
Germany;  oriental  numismatics — Nicholas  Lowick,  London. 

It  discussed  the  problems  and  principles  of  editing  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society’s 
periodical.  Coin  Hoards ,  of  which  two  volumes  have  already  appeared  and  a  third  is  in 
press.  A  sub-committee  presided  over  by  Otto  Morkholm  continues  to  function  in 
support  of  the  project.  It  received  and  discussed  a  report  from  Paul  Naster,  Leuven 
president  of  the  sub-committee  for  the  Sylloge  Nummorum  Graecorum ,  on  the  progress 
of  the  project. 

The  Bureau  considered  a  report  by  Tony  Hackens,  Leuven,  on  the  inventory  of 
public  collections  of  ancient  coins.  In  view  of  the  increasing  number  of  thefts  from 
public  collections  the  Bureau  recommended  strongly  to  curators  to  intensify  security 
measures,  and  to  establish  a  complete  photographic  record  of  the  collections  under 
their  charge. 

A  reception  was  given  for  the  members  of  the  Bureau  by  the  Societe  Royale  Beige 
de  Numismatique.  The  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Bureau  will  be  held  at  Munster, 
West  Germany,  in  May  1978. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Silver  Jubilee  Crowns.  Almost  all  the  letters  from  our  press  cutting  agency  this  month 
have  referred  to  the  Silver  Jubilee  cupro-nickel  crown,  or  rather  the  shortage  of  it.  A  selection 
of  typical  headlines  read  “And  now,  to  crown  it  all — no  crowns”,  “Banks  report  serious  Jubilee 
crown  shortage”,  “Where  have  all  the  crowns  gone?”,  “Coins  famine  spoils  pupils’  silver  treat” 
and  many,  many  more  in  the  same  vein.  One  paper  ( Daily  Mail ,  26th  May)  suggested  that  the 
shortage  was  caused  by  coin  dealers  cornering  the  market.  Not  this  one!  Out  of  our  original 
order  for  £1,000  worth  (4,000  coins)  we  have  so  far  received  just  £17.50  (70  coins).  The  Royal 
Mint  have  promised  to  have  up  to  20  million  made  by  7th  June,  but  it  is  obvious  that  demand 
has  far  exceeded  expectation  and  mint  production. 

While  on  the  subject  of  the  Jubilee  crown,  the  Editors  would  like  to  commend  the  mint  in 
the  highest  possible  way  for  the  superb  quality  of  the  silver  proof  crown.  This  must  surely  rank 
as  one  of  the  finest  proof  coins  that  the  Royal  Mint  (or  possibly  any  other  mint)  have  ever  made 
and  an  outstanding  example  of  what  a  “proof”  coin  should  really  be  like. 

So  heavy,  this  British  crown.  The  specially  minted  Silver  Jubilee  crown  coin  is 
proving  a  best  seller.  Why  doesn’t  the  Royal  Mint  issue  an  everyday  25p  crown  for  general 
use  ?  The  answer,  according  to  the  Royal  Mint,  is  that  neither  the  public  nor  the  banks  have 
demanded  the  return  of  one  of  Britain’s  most  famous  old  coins.  And  this  is  probably  because 
of  the  weight  of  the  crown.  A  fistful  of  crowns  would  quickly  wear  out  trouser  pockets  and  make 
handbags  as  heavy  as  lead.  Why  not  make  the  crown  lighter?  The  Treasury  says  all  Britain’s 
coins — except  the  50p  piece — are  “weight-related”.  This  means  the  halfpenny  is  half  the  weight 
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of  the  penny  which  in  turn  is  half  the  weight  of  the  twopenny  piece.  The  2}p  coin,  or  the  old 
sixpence  (yes,  it  is  still  in  circulation,  officially),  is  half  the  weight  of  the  5p  coin  which  is  half 
the  weight  ol  the  lOp  coin.  One  crown,  therefore,  is  equal  in  weight  to  two  lOp  coins  and  one 
5p  coin.  A  very  heavy  single  coin.  The  Mint,  however,  would  be  happy  to  issue  a  crown  for 
general  circulation  if  the  public  demand  was  big  enough.  The  50p  coin,  incidentally,  is  not 
weight-related  because  its  peculiar  shape  prevents  misuse.  There  are  about  300  million  50p 
coins  in  circulation,  of  which  90  million  are  of  the  special  Common  Market  issue — these  have 
nine  linked  hands  on  the  back  .Daily  Mirror ,  13  th  May 

£4,000  Medals  stolen  from  Church.  Thieves  who  broke  into  Warrington  parish  church 
have  stolen  12  medals,  valued  at  £4,000,  from  the  regimental  chapel  of  the  South  Lancashire 
Regiment.  The  medals  were  all  the  property  of  the  late  Maj.-Gen.  A.  Solly-Flood,  and  are 
inscribed  with  his  name.  They  include  a  C.B.,  a  D.S.O.,  a  Queen’s  South  African  Medal  an 
Order  of  the  White  Eagle,  Belgian  and  French  War  Crosses,  a  1914  Star,  a  1914-18  Medal  and 
a  Victory  Medal.  Major  James  Kenny,  curator  of  the  Queen’s  Lancashire  Regiment  Museum, 
said  the  collection  was  irreplaceable.JMaj.-Gen.  Solly-Flood  was  Colonel  of  the  old  South  Lancs. 
Regiment  (P.W.V.)  from  1921  to  1940. — Daily  Telegraph ,  12 th  May. 

Editor’s  note — These  medals  were  subsequently  found  in  a  pillar  box  in  Warrington  after 
an  anonymous  telephone  call. 

Isle  of  Man  woman  finds  coin  worth  at  least  £50,000.  This  item  appeared  in  I.T.V. 
Border  News  and  Lookaround  on  5th  May.  We  should  very  much  like  to  know  what  the  coin 
was  and  who  valued  it! 

South  Africa’s  new  one  rand  nickel  coin.  The  rand  is  changing.  Not  only  in  value  but 
in  shape  and  texture  too.  From  the  beginning  of  July  R1  coins  will  start  replacing  their  paper 
equivalents  which,  according  to  Mint  director  Mr.  J.  I.  Groenewald,  do  not  stand  up  to  wear 
and  tear  sufficiently  well. — Rand  Daily  Mail ,  April  30th. 

Roman  Hoard  from  Chorleywood,  Herts.  It  was  just  another  routine  day  for  mechan¬ 
ical  digger  driver  Gerald  Walsh  . . .  until  he  struck  it  rich.  As  23-year-old  Gerald’s  scoop  plunged 
into  gravel  on  the  site  of  a  new  reservoir  in  Stag  Lane,  Chorleywood,  it  shattered  an  earthenware 
pot.  More  than  4,000  old  Roman  coins  thought  to  be  more  than  1,500  years  old  cascaded  out  of 
the  jar. 

Mr.  Walsh  said :  “When  I  first  set  eyes  on  the  coins  I  did  not  think  they  would  be  of  interest 
to  anyone.  Until  I  hopped  off  my  machine  and  examined  them.  I  thought  they  were  washers.” 

The  bulk  of  the  money  was  taken  to  Verulamium  Museum,  St.  Albans,  for  safekeeping. 
The  remainder  will  be  transferred  to  the  British  Museum  today.  Mr.  Adrian  Havercroft,  deputy 
keeper  of  field  archaeology  at  Verulamium  Museum,  said  the  coins  appeared  to  belong  to  the 
Constantine  period.  “There  may  have  to  be  a  coroner’s  inquest  to  decide  whether  or  not  they  are 
treasure  trove,”  he  said.  If  they  are,  the  Crown  will  have  first  claim  on  them.  In  the  event  of 
the  Crown  rejecting  them  they  would  probably  be  bought  by  a  provincial  museum.  In  either 
event  the  finders  would  be  paid  their  market  value. 

Mr.  Walsh  is  one  of  a  number  of  men  working  on  the  construction  of  the  33-million-litrc 
reservoir.  His  foreman,  Mr.  George  Steele,  also  found  a  number  of  coins. 

During  a  recent  stock  check,  two  mediaeval  silver  pennies  were  found  to  be  missing 
from  the  Bristol  City  Museum’s  Coin  Cabinet.  These  were  acquired  at  the  sale  on  Tuesday, 
18th  November  1975  of  the  Mack  Collection,  Part  1,  at  Glendennings  &  Co.,  London,  Lots 
179  and  264.

On  25th  February  1808  he  joined  the  Schooner 
Pickle — of  Trafalgar  fame — as  a  Private  R.M. 
(132nd  Company)  at  Plymouth  from  the  H.Q.'s 
in  that  Port.  His  service  aboard  Pickle  was  to 
be  ended  abruptly  on  27th  J uly  1 808  when  his 
vessel  was  wrecked  off  Cadiz.  The  crew  of  43 
were  rescued  by  the  boats  from  H.M.S. 
Redwing.  Three  days  later  Callen  was 
transferred  to  H.M.S.  Atlas,  and  removed 
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again  to  H.M.S.  Imogene  on  19th  August  for  a 
passage  to  H.M.S.  Trident,  which  he  stepped 
aboard  on  14th  September  at  Malta. 

On  2nd  October  1 808  he  was  sent  as  part  of 
the  British  crew'  to  man  the  recently  captured 
Italian  16  gun  corvette — renamed  H.M.S. 

1  uscan  from  Ronco.  After  serving  aboard 
T uscan  during  the  Boat  Service  Action  for 
which  he  received  his  N.G.S.  Medal  and  clasp, 
he  partook  in  another  engagement  in  1812 
whilst  still  aboard  Tuscan  in  which  he  was 
wounded  and  then  taken  prisoner,  but  this 
Action  was  never  commemorated  by  the 
creation  of  a  clasp  to  the  Naval  War  Medal. 

Six  weeks  later,  Callen  and  some  other  prisoners 
were  given  their  freedom  “under  a  flag  of  truce 
in  Cadiz  Bay”,  when  they  were  released  to  the 
welcoming  mess-decks  of  H.M.S.  Revenge 
lying  in  the  Bay  on  24th  August  1812.  The 
medical  condition  of  five  of  these  ex-prisoners 
was  poor,  and  they  were  immediately  placed 
aboard  “Lavinia”  for  a  quick  passage  to 
Gibraltar  Hospital.  This  group  consisted  of  the 
Gunner,  3  seamen  and  Callen  (ex  Tuscan),  and 
when  they  entered  the  hospital  three  days  later 
their  “Nature  of  Hurt”  was  entered  as 
“Wounded  in  Action”  (on  1 1  th  July). 

On  1 1  th  October  1812  Callen  was  pronounced 
at  fit  for  duty  and  discharged  from  Gibraltar 
Hospital  to  join  H.M.S.  St.  Juan  de 
Nepomucenos.
